DAY 1: SEATTLE 

I prepped for tour with a decent two day bender so I was starting 
things off in top shape, hungover as possible. I did my best to sleep 
on the ride up but the reality of how packed this van was gonna be 
with eight people set in real quick. The gig was at The Nuthole, a cool 
basement venue I’ve played before that’s in an insane part of town. 
Like downtown college kid, rich guy dumbass party central, it s 
fucked. We showed up and hung out with Rik and Christine, ate the 
same pizza we get in Portland, sat in the park. We skated this cool 
tennis court spot with some barriers, parking blocks, and other shit. 
Seemed like the spot to meet up at on a Friday night. Friday night it 
was indeed and we got to see a fight break out down by the 
basketball courts. It had been a while and it felt nice to be one of like 
thirty people watching some dudes beating the shit out of each other 
like it was a damn fireworks display. Back at the ‘hole Rik (of PIGS) 
and Madison (of SWEATS) got into a guitar battle and Maddy smoked 
him. My hangover had been hard at work all day and I was just about 
to give up on carrying on as a sentient being when UNITED VOID 
clicked off and brought me back. Weak turnout (though mostly kids 
we skated with at the courts) meant an intimate setting and we made 
up for it by dancing hard, Jonny and B-Mo(HEAVY HANDS) being 
especially enthusiastic. HEAVY HANDS played first and fuck it was 
hard. I mean it, really difficult to play the bass, what a feeble fucker I 
was. Some slammed for the AF cover and it felt good to sweat. Ahem, 
SWEATS played next and Kyle fell and knocked the drums over. I was 
dead now so I curled up with a Cable Guy lullaby. 
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DAY 2: PORTLAND 

After managing to not really sleep at all we were up and at em 
Threw Rik in the van, ate a Dick’s Burger and cruised back to 
Portland for what was sadly enough the best show of tour. A 
decent amount of people came out to watch us play with UNIX 
and MONGOLOID considering all of the bands share members 
and draw a small number from a very specific faction of punk 
gig attendees. UNIX played first and Tyler threw the mic at the 
ceiling and called someone out for getting into punk at age 24. 
This band smokes, they play really wild, fast HC and people 
should riot when they play. But, ya know, they don’t so I just 
get right up front and focus on their precise attack. More on 
them next time. SWEATS and HEAVY HANDS sets were better 
tonight, but uneventful, the real excitement came during 
MONGOLOID when a gross old birthday cake that had been 
sitting in a broken fridge for a week got tossed all over the 
place. The dance floor had all the traction of the inside of a 
dumpster and I watched a cocktail glass wiz past my head and 
break on the bass rig. Oh yea we opened with part of “The 
Chain” by FLEETWOOD MAC and no one knew what the hell 
we were doing. I ‘spose we didn’t either. Wipe cake off all the 
gear and drive 10 hours overnight to SF! 



day 3: SAN FRANCISCO 
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DAY 8: SAN FRANCISCO 

Getting off of that memory foam mattress early enough to make it up to 
SF in time was one of the hardest things I’ve done in my life. But I was 
back in gear after stocking up at the donut shop and jamming Die For 
Allah. After enough PROJECT PAT to piss everyone off, we sat in some 
goddamn traffic and finally showed up to Thrillhouse Records. We 
looked around and got the scoop on the show. Things were looking 
good, the promoter was out of town with a family emergency, the local 
band had cancelled, and SUBHUMANS were playing with ISOTOPE and 
some others in Oakland that night. A few people showed up, things 
were moving slowly, it was alright, eventually HEAVY HANDS played. 
After the set some recurring plumbing issues reared its ugly head and 
we had some nice shit water coming up outta the drainage pipes all 
over the basement floor. They tried to plunge it for a bit, got some more 
shit water in there, and decided to move the gig down the street to The 
Knockout Much appreciation to the Thrillhouse people for making it 
happen against such odds. At thai point it was just funny so we were 
more than happy to load out and do the gig. Good scene down there at 
4pm at the knockout. Lots of 90’s rap hits and daytime drunk regulars. 
It was fuckin fun. We played again, so did SWEATS and so did 
GOVERNMENT FLU. I do believe it was their last day of tour as well so 
nobody was giving a shit and everyone played great. Even they made an 
impression on me after doing just the opposite of that when I saw em 
in Portland the week before. Morale was high so we hung out for a bit, 
took a walk to Jonny’s childhood home, ate another fuckin burrito, and 
drove another ten hours home.
